PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Somersworth Library: 


Following is my report as Librarian for the year 1959. 
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Our work testifies to an active year during which much was ac- 
complished in service. It has been the aim to meet all requests for 
information, either pleasure reading or reference material. 


The circulation of books is one of our most important services to 
the public; an endeavor is always made to supply both fiction and non- 
fiction. 


During the past year 691 new books were accessioned; these 
books were carefully selected from the vast number of books published: 
38 magazines were received by subscription. 


There were several displays and special collections in the library 
in 1959; these included National Book Week, Children’s Book Week 
and books for the holiday season. Posters were made and distributed 
throughout the city as a library promotion in connection with National 
Book Week. 


The library cooperated, as much as our limited space allowed, 
with all schools. Books were loaned to Grade school teachers for 
class-room use and for the convenience of bus students. 


Holy Trinity and St. Martin schools submitted reading lists and 
these books were placed in the Children’s Corner. The English de- 
partment of the High School has a required reading list and these 
books were placed in a special section for a three weeks loan 
period. 


Mrs. \Anne Crist, Assistant Librarian, attended a three-week 
summer course in Library Science at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Miss Cora Ross has been an assistant since February 1958 and 
Mrs. Elfreda Whittemore an assistant since September. 


Library meetings for librarians in this area were attended in 
Rochester and Dover by your librarian. 
We acknowledge gifts as follows:

Once again it is our pleasure to report on the Public Library. 
Although not foremost in appearance our library does stand out for 
its personal service and attention. 


We are indeed fortunate in having an outstanding staff, competent 
in administration and devoted in service. Our Librarian, Leona H. 
Savithes, with limited facilities and a limited budget expertly ad- 
ministers the library, which she has done so devotedly for so many 
years. Our library staff truly attempts to meet all pertinent requests 
in a friendly and efficient manner. 


The habit of reading books unfortunately is too often replaced by 
the habit of viewing television exclusively. In attempting to combat 
this trend the library purchased 691 books last year, trying to appeal 
to the various groups in the community. To publicize these there were 
several book displays; the “New Books List” is published in the local 
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newspaper; and constantly the library is cooperating with the local 
schools in their projects. 


Last year’s circulation reached a total of 21,357 books. The totai 
number of volumes in the library at present is 24,423. The trustees 
will continue in’ their endeavors to make it even more inviting for 
the public to make use of the library. We can’t force the public to 
avail themselves of the library’s facilities but we strive to persuade 
them to do so for their own enjoyment and development.

Gentlemen: 


Herein find submitted the annual report of the Planning, Zon- 
ing and Adjustment Boards of the City of Somersworth for the year 
ending December 31, 1959. 


The planning Board held its monthly meetings throughout the 
year. In addition there were several special meetings held to discuss 
with Mr. Charles Woodman, representing Planning and Renewal 
Associates of Cambridge, the future possibilities of Somersworth. 
During the year, one new development plan was submitted to the 
board—that of Robert Fox representing the American Realty Corpora- 
tion. After changes were suggested by the board, the final plan was 
presented to the board and accepted. The plan was recorded with 
the Register of Deeds at the County Court House. 


During the year, the board, trying to make our zoning ordinance 
more specific and understandable, presented to the mayor and council 
amendments covering garages, fences, automobile graveyards, signs, 
trailors, and changes in the building code. The Council accepted all 
of these amendments excepting that amendment with garages. 


The Planning Board immediately. revised the garage amendment 
and finally produced one that it thought would be acceptable to the 
council. Up to date, no action has been taken. At this time it might be 
well to point out that no action has been taken on the amendment to 
make Green Street from Indigo Hill Road to the Rollinsford line a 
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residential district. It is the hope of the Planning Board that, after 
study of the maps and plans and suggestions offered by Planning and 
Renewal Associates, it will be able to have all ordinances of the City 
of Somersworth under one cover. 


During the year the Board of Adjustment held eighteen public 
hearings on petitions presented to it for judgments. Of these, ten were 
granted unconditionally, five conditionally, two denied, and one with- 
drawn. 


The citizens of Somersworth owe a debt of gratitude ts both 
boards for the excellent work they have done gratuitously. Con- 
scientiously, they have accepted the problems of the city as their 
problems and have devoted their time and their efforts in their search 
. for a practicable solution.
